Considerable business of general in 


tereat came before the couuty boarc 
Thursday afternoon. 


H. C. Montgomery appeared before 


the board and renewed his statement to 
the board concerning the demand that 
he pay into the treasury 9281. When the 
committee from the board one da; 
audited his books just after his term o 
office had expired, they declared tha 
they found due from him to the count; 
several hundred dollars. This sum was 
afterwards reduced by about 30 per cen 
aa a basis of compromise and Mr. Mont- 
gomery, still protecting, gave his check 
for the amount but the matter was held 
open until this meeting of th* board. 
By reason of his willingness to accom- 
modate taxpayer*, Mr. Montgomery has 
been compelled to pay into the treasury 
a sum of money he never received. To 
accom'oodate men who were heavy tax 
ptiyers he agreed with them, that when 
his time for settlement came he could call 
upon them for an immediate settlement 
of taxes. He did this with men on 
whom he know he could depend to pay 
oo demand, an* it waa in many case* a 
favor highly appreciated. These taxes 
were, of course, all paid before Mr 
Montgomery made his final settlement 
and sent the delinquent list to the 
printer, but at a time when penalties 
were due. But as the payment had been 
held back with his consent, the penalties 
were not collected. The entries on the 
books snowed that the payments were 
made when penalties should have been 
added, and the committee went on the 
theory that they had been collected and 
not reported. Yesterday when Mont- 
gomery was permitted to make an ex- 
planation he again went over this ground 
and! asked the board that he be not com- 
pelled to pay into the treasury money 
that he had never received^ Supervisor 
Spenie moved that an order be drawn in 
favor of Mr. Montgomery (or 9281, to 
offset the check that he had already 
given; but by a vote of 20 to 5 the 
board refused to do that, and now the 
check will be turned into the. county's 
fund. 


The board granted to the Republican 


congressional convention of this district 
the use of the circuit court room on 
March 31,1896. 


The committee on fees and salaries 


reported that they had examined the 
books of the state's attorney and found 
that fot the year ending March 1,1896, 
he had earned 97,781.10, and that he 
had collected 95,61335, showing still 
due him in uncollected fees, 92,167.75. 
The committee also complimented that 
officer for courtesies shown them while 
hi work on his books. 


The feee committee* reported as cor- 


rect the books in the offices of the 
county and circuitclerks, and county 
superintendent. In the sheriff's office 
they found a clerical error which showed 
Lhe sheriff owed the county 91.09.

SPANISH SOLDIERS FIGHT POORLY 


Many Have Deserted and Gone Over 


to the Insurgents, Who 


Are Fairly Well 


Equipped. 


NEW YORK, March 13.—Colonel Fred 


erico O. Perez, chief of staff of General 
Maceo, of Cuba, is in this city on a Be 
cret miasirn. He will return to Cuba in 
a few days. 
In an interview last night 
he said: 
"When I left Cuba General Gomez 


and General Maceo- were very well satis 
lied with the conditions existing, and 
hoped to be able to do something more 
decisive in the near future. The raid 
through the central provinces has 
brought good results. The Cubans 
gained arms, ammunition and men. 
Many Spanish volunteers have taken 
the field with them. In the eastern 
part of the island over 1,000 Spanish 
regulars have deserted to the Cubans. 
"Since I left the army there has been 


a reorganization and some changes. Ma- 
ceo and Gomez were abont to unite 
their force* again. They now have an 
army of about 25,000 men in the central 
provinces, The Cubans have through- 
out the island about 50,000 armed men 
and about 40,000 partirlly armed. Of the 
armed men about one third are cavalry- 
men, who have plenty of good horses. 
The SpanishvmouDted infantrymen are 
no match forthem. Many of the Span- 
ards are not able to ride, and when 
;hey charge they cling with both hands 
;o the pommels of their saddles and do 
not control their horses. 
"Since Gen. Weyler took control the 


Spaniards have done nothing. They 
lave a great many flying columns in the 
field, but they are always with the rear 
guard, following along, and never by any 
-iQanee coming in contact with the van 
;uard. That is the reason Gea. Maceo 
vas able to pass from the province of 
?inar del Rio to the province of Havana 
without firing a shot, though the Span- 
sb army was massed in the region. 
"I was in the ten years' war, and saw 
he Spaniards tight like demons. Now 
here is a change. They seem to have 
no heart for their work. They fight 
reajdy and do not seem to care how the 
tattle may go. The Spaniards appear 
o be very much ^emoraliaed both on 
account of the movemente'.of the Cubans 
and the action of the American con- 
gress. The resolutions passed by the 
louse and senate have given much joy 
o the Cuban leaders. 
"I had no trouble in getting away 
rom Cuba. In fact, there were many 
acilities. 
I left the island at a point 


not far from Havana. The whole inte- 
ior of the island and the coast, with the 
xceptioQ of the few harbors held by 
he Spaniards, are practically under the 
ontroi of the insurgents." 
Col. Perez was wounded January 18 in 
he battle of Garro, where the Spaniards 
itnbushed the troops of Maceo and 
rilled four men. Col. Perez was uhot in 
he neck and was in the hospital several 
weeks. He left the island about a week 
ago-

WALLACE MAY NOT HANG. 


lawyers at Springfield Pleading With 


Governor Altgeld for the Pekin Man. 
It was expected yesterday that GOT 


ernor Aitgeld would reach Springfield BO 
that he could hoar the pleadings for 
clemency in behalf of Albert Wallace, 
who ig under sentence to be hanged on 
the gallows at Pekin to morrow (Satur- 


day.) 
But he did not arrive until to day 


when the case was brought before the 
governor. 'States Attorney G. P. Sal- 
tonetall, of Pekin, and Attorneys Foster 
Prettyman and Potts, with Mrs. Quinn, 
and Attorney T. N. Green with others 
appeared before the chief executive. 


A strong protest was introduced by 


the state which holds that the evidence 
against Wallace shows him to be a cold- 
blooded murderer, well deserving of the 
death penalty. The friends of Wallace 
urged the insanity plea, asserting that 
insanity has prevailed in the Wallace 
family for years. This claim was met 
with rebuttal 'testimony that Wallace 
himself has never shown the least signs 
of insanity, and was sober and, in his 
right mind when he committed the foul 
murder. 


The Crime. 


February 19,1895, just after supper, 


Wallace returned from a neighbor's 
where he had been hauling cdrn, and 
was mad because the supper was over 
and he had to eat by himself. 
He had 


a few weeks before slapped his sister, 
Mrs Belle Bowlby, and was knocked 
down by her husband, John Bowlby. 
Wallace had made serious threats be 
fore this, against his sister, and held a 
grudge against her because he felt he 
had not received a just apportionment 
of his father's estate. 


After eating his supper, he went into 


the sitting room where the hired girl, 
Kate Krile, was playing at the organ 
and teaching the little 5 year old girl of 
Mrs Bowlby to sing, "Nearer. My God, 
to Thee " Bowlby was suffering with 
the grip and lay on tbe sofa near the 
chimney.. 
The 
hired man 
named 


Liynum was sitting near a door, while 
Mrs. 
Bowlby was sitting near the organ 


helping her child learn the song. Wal- 
lace went into the room and moodily 
looked at the group. He got up, went 
into the kitchen and took down his 
double barrelled shotgun, and reached 
up in the r-upboard and got a handful of 
loaded cartridges. Some of the car- 
tridges had been loaded with fine shot, 
and the balance with buckshot. Wai 
lace placed two shells, which happened 
ro be of the finer shot, went to the sit 
ting room window and opened fire. 
Bowlby was struck in the hand he was 
holding to his face, and bis life waft 
saved. 
The hired man, Lynum, ran 


from the house and got the other barrel 
IB the shoulder. 
Wallace hurriedly 


shoved in two more shells, one of which 
was the buckshot, the other the Une 
shot. The hired girl came to the door 
and received part of the buckshot, and 
jwt then Mrs. Bowlby came out scream- 
ing for hej- daughter. As she reached 
the door the WAS shot in the breast, 
stomach and aide, dying from the.wouods 
shortly after. The others got well 
Wallace went to Pekin and gave himielf 
up to the sheriff. 


He was sentenced to bang on Oct. 25, 


1895, but secured a stay on an error un- 
til March 14,1896, next Saturday. 


This is the history of the case. Tbe 


Insanity plea was set op at both trials of 
the ewe, and did not hold good. The 
supreme court granted a supersedes* in 
order that a legal sentence could be 
passed. The caae has attracted some at- 
tention, but no .violence ia anticipated 
by the state^hould Wallace be reprieved. 
Stories ham been sent out from Pekin 
that if the governor reprieved Wallace, 
mob violence would ensue. State's At 


torney Saltonetall etater thk to errone- 
ou*,«8 Wallace would not be disturbed 
even if given his liberty at this time. 


All day to-day attorneys have plead 


ing with Governor Aitgeld for a comma 
tation of sentence. 
No decision had 


baen received at 3:30 p. m.

ARMS FOR CUBANS. 


Another Vessel Safely Lauded on 


the Inland, 


U SPITE OF OFFICIAL Y1GILAHCE, 


Carrying a Number of Machine Guns, 


Cannon, a Million Pounds of Ammu- 


nition and a Quantity of Im- 


proved Rifles and Machetes. 


PIIII.ADKLPHIA, March 13.—The ves- 


sel which is said to have left this 
port for Cuba a week ago yesterday, 
with arms and ammunition, is reported 
to have landed safely at a small bay in 
the eastern end of the island and 
within six hours the entire cargo was 
placed in .the hands of insurgent 
agentb. One of the Cuban leaders who 
was instrumental in getting this ves- 
sel away, in speaking of it, said:- 


"So far as we have been able to 


learn, tlie ship, with the munitions of 
war, arrived in Cuba on Sunday and 
got away all right. If she had not 
clone so, we certainly would have had 
in elaborate report of seizure or any 
other circumstances that would affect 
the enterprise. 


"There were not many men aboard—• 


only enough to handle her cargo and 
look after it properly. 
The ship 


cleared from here for Jamaica, and af- 
ter stoppingatCuba sailed immediately 
for Jamaica, from which place she will 
again come to Philadelphia with a' 
cargo and be ready again for another 
trip south with arms. 


"What about last night's expedition? 


The only thing that I can say is that 
the ship used is now on its way south. 
But as to who is in command of her or 
her name I can not say. Besides car- 
rying 33 men, she carried a number of 
machine guns, cannon, about a million 
pounds of ammunition and a large 
quantity of improved rifles and ma- 
chetes. 
We have plenty of men 


down there at present. 
What we 


really do need is arras and money and 
these are coming along at a fairly 
good rate. 


"Should this ship escape the United 


States revenue cutters acting in con- 
cert with the Spanish cruisers and get 
her load of war material safely landed,' 
it will put the armies of tiomoz and 
Maceo on a remarkably good flghthrg 
basis, so far as equipment (joes. A« to 
discipline and field and skirmish drill, 
the Cuban soldiers have no equal. 


THE IRON MARKET 


A* Reported bjr the Iron Trade Review 


Yesterday. 


CI.KVKI.AND, 0., March 13.—The Iron 


Trade Keview, issued yesterday, says: 


"Quietness that has not been inoru 


marked since the beginning of the 
year has prevailed in all iron and steel 
markets the past week. The same 
weakness noted in our last report pre- 
vails in pig iron; finished material 
shows no new development as to prices 
or demand. Plates, sheets and bars 
show more inclination to weaken than 
other lines. In the case of the last 
two, wage reductions will be in force 
through March and April, the drop in 
puddling being from $4.50 to 84 a'ton. 


Structural material, as noted week 


by week, continues full of promise. 
Last year April was well along before 
things really began to move, and some 
satisfaction is being derived from that 
record, in lieu of any indications thus 
far that March is to be a better month 
than February. The probability that 
another week will bring a definite an- 
nouncement concerning Bessemer ore 
prices and, the general belief that the 
basis will be in the neighborhood of 
four dollars for standing go<?ebic hem- 
atitesl has no effect on the market for 
Bessemer pig. 
' 


Foundry operations have been on a 


moderate scale; perhaps the west has 
fared better than the east on general 
machinery castings. Cast iron pipe 
works ii> nil sections have good pros-

fun Make Use of Owk 


For years scientists have been dream- 


ing of securing direct energy from coal 
and doing away with smoke and dirt. 
George Weatmghouse thinks he has 
discovered the secret, and has been con- 
ferring « ith New York railroad officials 
with a view of displacing coal locomo- 
tives with gas engines. Mr. Westing- 
house said the other day he was forced 
to the conclusion that a new industrial 
development from the common use of 
the gas engine, wherein from six to 
ten times as much power can be ob- 
tained from a pound of coal as is now 
ordinarily obtained through the steam 
engine, is^ at hand. Three gas engines 
of an improved form have been con- 
structed at East'.Pittsburgh, and o 
fourth of 100 horse-power is now being 
erected. 


The results already obtained from 


the three engines tested justify the ex- 
pectation that better results will be had 
in the larger size of engines that have 
been guaranteed by foreign manufac- 
turers. Taking the New York elevated 
railroad as nn illustration, the saving of 
fuel would amount to about, $700,000 
per annum.

MUST PAY ITS FARE. 


Bicycled Carried on Railroad Trains' Mast 


Have Tickets. 


It will probably be interesting to many 


bicycle riders to know that all the rail- 
roads in the west comprising the West- 
ern Association have adopted a schedule 
of rates for tbe carrying of bicycles. 


The basis on which the charges are 


made is the same as for 50 pounds of ex 
cess baggage, iand the only arbitrary 
feature of the schedule is the minimum 
charge of 25 cents, which will be col 
lected, no matter if tbe (wheel is carried 
only a mile. It will not make any differ- 
ence if a wheel is offered with other ex- 
cess baggage, or whether it is crated— 
the only way it can be transported is to 
be regularly ticketed, just like an indi- 
vidual. 


The sched ule is fixed according to the 


amount of fare riders pay, and not on a 
mileage basis. Thus, for example, if the 
fare is between $4.21 and 15, the charge 
for-carr\ing a bicycle is 30 cects. The 
scale u progressive, increasing at the 
rule of 5 cents for each additional $1 
charge on the regular railroad ticket.

Thursday afternoon members of the 


county board pauper committee—Super- 
visors Connard, Kipp, Hollinger, Dick- 
eon, Scott, Bullard and Davidson—made 
a trip to the county poor bouse to have 
an interview with Steward Burley and 
the members of his family, and also til 
personally talk with all of the in mat* 
with reference to the charges brought 
against the management by the blind 
boy, 
Lon Noland, whose home is at 


Muroa. The committee had had a talk 
with the boy and had learned that lie 
had based his story on hearsay evidence. 
He could not have seen anything; but it 
developed that the boy had a little 
trouble with the steward as to what he 
considered an iasufflcient supply of un 
derclothiog. He wanted more and bet 
ter garments than anybody else on the 
farm, and when he didn't get them, he 
began to make trouble which culminat- 
ed in the filing of the charges. 'The 
committee was convinced after the talk 
with the boy that the accusation was 
largely due to spite work, with no juet 
ground for the charges. Still they went 
to the bottom of the matter, and visited 
the farm. 


All of the inmates were seen in turn, 


and a full and thorough investigation 
was had. The committee was soon ctm- 
vinced that the Burley management of 
the farm and poor house was without 
objectionable features, and that, all 
things considered, the care of the county 
charges is kind and considerate. Here 
are a few of the stories as learned by 
uhe committee: 


One woman said that she had been 


beaten, but an investigation showed that 
she and another woman had quarreled 
it the table, and when the complainant 
lad been ordered to leave she jumped 
up and pulled her clothes over her head 
and used some disgusting language. 
There was a stick near, and Mrs. Burley 
'ailed not to make the most of the op- 
portunity offered. 
The complainant 


and the woman with whom she had 
quarreled tried to tell this story to the 
Bupervisors,and quarreled while they did 
ao. Concerning the charge that the 
man sick with the piles bad been abused, 
there was a complete denial. This denial 
came from the cook. 
He is not a regu 


ar inmate and with his sou went ther 
o spend the winter because he was ou 
off work and agreed to do the cooking i 
consideration that he and his little so 
could get a place to pass the ^inter. H 
said that the hurt the sick man receive 
was an accident, and that he (the cook 
and several others at once did all tha 
they could to relieve the man and he wa 
well cared for.

Lord his God,'' and "strike his hand 
over the place, and recover the leper" 
"Such disappointment," the 
speaker 


said, "shows the difference 
between 


what were God's thoughts and man's 
thoughts on that occasion."

taken from the New Testament as found 
in Acts 26:9. 
Paul said that before bis 


conversion, "I verily thought with my 
self that I ought to do many things con- 
trary to the name of Jesus of Nazareth."
